The large majority of our youth 
today are thinking for themselves 
in many fields, including religion. 
They are rejecting ceremonies, rit- 
uals, forms, etc., unless there is a 
demonstrable inner meaning of true 
and lasting spiritual significance. 

Their mental universe is not clut- 
tered, obstructed or restricted by the 
theologies of the past, by the tra- 
ditions of their forbears, or by a 
regimented, obeisant sense of duty 
to adults. 

They have the will and the cour- 
age to step on new paths in their 
honest, pressing search for God and 
Life in a better way. They lack only 
experience, but often thisismorethan 
compensated by their interest, won- 
der and enthusiasm. 

Yet, there should be a note of 
caution. Each new generation has 
always wanted to be on its own, 
independent of its elders, to do its 
own thing. But at least in the past, 
the break from the older generation 
was not so complete as to destroy 
all confidence in and respect for par- 
ents, teachers, counselors. 

The world of yesterday was not 
perfect, anymore than the world of 
tomorrow will be, despite the good 
work and honest effort of millions 
of good citizens. So, the bridging 


of the generation gap is also the 
responsibility of youth as well as of 
age. To categorically shut the door 
on all communication with parents 
is to shut out not only love, but 
wisdom gained often from years of 
hard lessons of experience. 

To embark indiscriminately on the 
use of drugs for a new thrill, or even 
sincerely on an alleged new search 
for God, is to turn their back on 
known scientific results obtained 
from testing the effect and value of 
such drugs. 

To ignore all self-control and self 
discipline as being ‘‘square’’ is to 
try to wipe out the advantages older 
teachers have learned. For instance, 
despite youth’s impatience to express 
itself in so many ways, there is no 
capsule panacea, no convenient 
short cut to spiritual and psychic 
development. The separation of the 
faculties from the functions is not ac- 
complished by a drug or pill, but 
by patient, persistent concentration, 
meditation, and spiritual exercises. 

Contact with the spirit world re- 
quires the student to be well bal- 
anced, in thoughts as well as emo- 
tions, and to worship less the intel- 
lectual accomplishments of thebrain, 
and intellect, as so many college 
students today do, and give more

attention to spiritual attributes, and 
old line virtues, as character, prin- 
ciple and integrity. 

The older generation realizes it 
cannot live youth’s life for them, 
but the toll of years and wear and 
tear on the physical body, can be 
avoided, if youth would just listen 
a little to the frequently offered wis- 
dom of perception and experience.

A Catechism of Spiritual Philosophy

Q. Can we develop clairvoyance 
in darkness? 

A. Yes, and often healthfully, pro- 
vided it is the natural darkness of 
night. But artifically darkened 
rooms in daytime, where atmos- 
phere is stuffy, are sometimes in- 
jurious; especially to sensitive per- 
sons. 


Q. Is it wise to form a circle for 
developing clairvoyance? 

A. Yes, provided it is a circle of 
friends mutually interested who meet 
in a wholesome place and whose as- 
pirations harmonize. 


Q. Has diet any effect on seership? 

A. Whatever food has the best gen- 
eral effect on health, tending to nour- 
ish the body properly, without over- 
stimulation, is the diet to be prescrib- 
ed. Heat is quite unnecessary, and 
often distinctly harmful. 
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Q. Has clothing any effect on seer- 
ship? 

A. Clothing must be comfortable, 
sufficiently warm, but never burden- 
some. White garments are always 
admirable, and any color which is 
specially friendly to the wearer may 
be worn with advantage; unrelieved 
black is never permissible. 


Q. Are we ever clairvoyant while 
sleeping? 

A. Frequently, and if after retiring 
at night we place ourselves in amen- 
tally receptive attitude by calmly de- 
siring and quietly expecting visions 
during sleep we are very likely to 
obtain them. 


Q. Is clairvoyance often entirely 
spontaneous? 

A. Yes, and whenever it is so it is 
apt to be more definite, reliable, and 
convincing than when induced by 
any outward methods.

Modern Spiritualism is religion on 
a rational basis emphasizing a cor- 
rect understanding of the Spiritual 
Laws of life.

The Teachings of Jesus 


The Truth Shall Set You Free 


Jesus stated in Jn. 8-32. : If you 
continue in my word, then ye are 
my disciples, and ye shall know the 
truth; and the truth shall set you 
free’’. 

What then is this truth. 

What was Jesus teaching. 

What was the knowledge he was 
willing to give to his disciples, that 
would set them free!. Free from 
what.?. 

Ignorance, of the law, which he 
stated ‘I do not come to destroy, 
but uphold it. (Matt 5-17.) What 
is this law that Jesus mentions? Spir- 
itualists know of this Law as the 
Natural Law of the Universe by 
which all life and matter is made 
manifest and thru the manifestation, 
Cosmic and Universal knowledge of 
the Infinite Mind of the Father Crea- 
tor is made known to all men; that 
they become as one of the Gods 
in the Image and likeness of the 
Creator.

Paul states that; ‘* The gospel which 
was preached by meis not after man, 
for neither received it of man, neither 
was I taught it, but by the revela- 
tion of Jesus Christ (Gal. 1. 11-12.) 
Paul states that he received his 
knowledge thru the Power of Spirit 
(Acts. 9. 3-9 and Acts 26. 13-19.) 

Spiritualist today also receive in- 
structions from beings of the 4.th di- 
mension or spirit-world on the sub- 
jects of the great book of life. This 
is made possible thru the realms 
of Mediumship with and thru the 
Power of God the Infinite Mind. 
What we learn will enhance our daily 
living..understanding of the laws in 
action, and of the results of trans- 
gression.

Inorganic Evolution 


ATOMIC FORMS OF MATTER 


The original form of matter is 
angular. This contains the nature 
and principle of all other forms; so 
from the lowest, and from the inter- 
mediate forms, up to the highest 
there could be constantly produced 
other forms through the action of 
the Great Positive Power. 

The angular particles of matter de- 
velop the circular, which in turn un- 
fold rectilinear planes, diameters, 
axes, and poles. The progressive 
circular forms unfold and become 
the spiral, which is a more impor- 
tant stage in the process of develop- 
ment. The spiral contains the circu- 
lar and all its properties and these 
are discoverablein the animal world. 
The spiral forms unfold the spirit- 
ual, which in turn unfold the celes- 
tial or perfect forms of rudimental 
matter. 

Thus the angular develops the cir- 
cular, the circular the spiral, the 
spiral the spiritual and the spiritual 
the celestial—all of which is contain- 
ed in the perfect forms of the Human 
World.

From this it is seen that the ang- 


ular is the parent of all higher forms, 
and contains them all undeveloped, 
while the highest when developed 
pervades all the lower forms and 
unites them as one perfect whole. 
Therefore, the celestial forms of mat- 
ter, which compose the human or- 
ganization, are the flower of the 
germinal form which is the angular. 
For seed of all material compounds 
is involved in the lowest stage of 
matter, which germinates and pro- 
duce the mineral world. 

The mineral world adds to the 
body of the Great Tree of creation, 
whose next stage of development is 
in the form of the vegetable world. 
And this develops the animal world.

The Law of Analogy 


Even superficially it will be appar- 
ent that an immediate goal for hu- 
manity, just as for the individual, is 
the achieving of that focused atten- 
tion and mental quiet wherein real- 
ity can be contacted, the true andthe 
beautiful can be registered, divine 
purpose can be recorded, and it be- 
comes possible to transmit to the 
phenomenal form, uponthe physical 
plane, the needed energy whereby the 
subjective realization can be mater- 
ialized. Thus, just as the number of 
vitally alive brain cells available to 
each person increases as he contin- 
ues on the Path to God, so each of 
us, as a cell in the planetary brain,

becomes vitally alive to the purpose 
of the immediate Being in whom we 
be, giving peace which passes under- 
standing, by analogy, to both. 

Just as the lower self is gradually 
learning to cooperate with the guid- 
ance of the higher self (with a con- 
sequent increase in receptivity of 
brain cells), so is humanity, cell by 
cell, learning to cooperate with the 
planetary purpose (accompanied by 
a greater receptivity of planetary 
brain cells). Individually, on the 
physical plane, by means of the 
brain, the nature of reality is reveal- 
ed. And analagously, thru human- 
ity, on the physical plane, thenature 
of reality will be revealed, the true 
and the beautiful will be manifested, 
the Divine Plan will eventually work 
out, and that energy will be trans- 
mitted to all forms in nature which 
will enable the inner spiritual reality 
to emerge. 

Now, we are god to the little lives 
(or cells) which make up the bodies 
thru which we manifest on the var- 
ious planes of our existence. They de 
pend on us for their ordering prin- 
ciple, and we depend upon them for 
the quality and power of our mani- 
festation, plane by plane. It is in this 
way that the wisdom and purpose 


and life of the logos in whom we be, 
percolates, as it were, down into the 
little lives -- the cells in our bodies, 
thru which we, and the Logos, be. 
Thus, as we need our cells and they 
need us, so the Logos needs His 
cells and they need Him. 

Logos means the ordering of ratio 
or measure. We are the logos, or 
ordering principle, of our own bod- 
ies, and are also, at the same time, 
cells in the bodies of Great Beings. 
It is the wisdom and magic of the 
Gods to harmonize the proper de- 
velopment of the little lives or cells 
(involution), with the evolution of 
the lives in whom they be, plane by 
plane. Consider just the physical 
body, built upon eight major sys- 
tems, composed of organs, compos- 
ed of tissues, composed of similar- 
purpose groups of cells, each cell 
composed of parts which are them- 
selves composed of atoms, which 
are made up of sub-atomic particles 
(ordered energy-bundles), that order 
resting ultimately on what might be 
termed ‘clefts of thought’ -- thought 
ordering undifferentiated cosmic 
root energy into force. 

Macrocosm means great world, or 
universe. Microcosm means little 
world or universe -- an organism or 
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organization regarded as a worldin 
miniature. Microcosm is related to 
macrocosm as macrocosm is to mi- 
crocosm. The orders are reciprocal- 
ly and analagously related. For ex- 
ample, macrocosmic tissues (which 
we call organizations or groups), 
are made up of similar-purposecells 
(human beings sharing common ob- 
jectives). Macrocosmic organs (like 
the brain of the Indwelling Life of 
our planet), are made up of appro- 
priate groups (tissues) and are de 
veloped in ways analagous to those 
already discussed. 


There is great power in the Law 
of Analogy. It could, for example, 
lead us into an understanding of the 
manner in which our Planetary Lo- 
gos is a part in the being of that 
stupendous entity, the SOLAR 
LOGOS. It reveals, over and over 
again, that no man is an island; 
that God needs us (or we wouldn’t 
be) and we need Him; that we are in 
God, and God is in us; that Diety, 
and man, and animals, and plants, 
and minerals, and atoms, and ener- 
gy (which we are told is Spirit, 
which is God) -- all these are indis- 
solubly linked in inter-dependence, 
in LOGOS. 
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
